Had I known that young 
fellow was booked for the presidency 
of the United States I certainly would 
have cultivated his acquaintance more 
than I did. 
“The most conspicuous parts of him 
then. as now, were his glasses and his 
big teeth. 
I remember his 
advent 
into camp and his initiation as a cow* 
puncher. 
It is always the custom to 
get, for the tenderfoot 
to 
ride the 
worst broncho obtainable. 
Roosevelt, 
on getting astride the wild horse, was 
mighty soon dumped off.

and there w a s not In all K ensington a 
happier m an than he as he lay hack in 
his chair and w atched the antics of 
his fam ous troupe. 
The K elbys were 
particularly strong on jigs and reels 
and the old English dances, and it was 
while shrieking with delight at the 
c a p e r s cut in one of these latter that 
Mr. Donnythorpe w as seized with the 
heart attack th a t caused his death. 
T housands of pounds are sunk In 
ap p aratu s by the proprietors of some 
of the cinem atograph displays which 
enliven our m usic halls, b u t it Is said 
th a t quite the finest outfit in existence 
Is the private property of an American 
millionaire who spends a g reat deal 
of his tim e in this country. 
W hen ill tin* mood the ow ner will sit 
the livelong day in a darkened room 
and w atch the unw inding of his films, 
of w hich his stork is said to be worth 
at least £30,000. 
But even tins gentlem an does not 
give quite the w holehearted devotion to 
his flying pictures as was given by a 
Mr. Theodore Bot ley to the art and 
science and sheer gastronom ic joy of 
eating. 
Epicures there are and have been 
from all times, but Mr. Bot ley’a m an ­ 
ners anti methods would com pare fav­ 
orably w ith those of the Roman E m ­ 
perors in the days of their decadence. 
It w as said that w hen not actually 
lingering over the delicacies on his 
table, for which his agents had ra n ­ 
sacked the world 
Mr. 
Botley 
w as 
either sleeping or deliberately w orking 
to excite a fresh appetite. 
Stim ulating drugs he took under the 
direction of a physician whoso sole 
duty it was to adm inister them, and ii 
favorite plan of his w a s to read and 
to talk about the pleasures of the table. 
Every book on diners and dining, 
every historical work. every novel cor- 
aining passages descriptive of the 
preparation and enjoym ent of feasts 
nd banquets w a s laid under contribu­ 
tion by Mr. Botley. 
Also be Invited 
fellow epicures to bis house, w hen bis 
and their sole occupation consisted of 
feeding and talking about the pleasure 
of it. 
Mr. Botley died of starvation, be­ 
cause, the doctors sa id. he bad lost the 
power of assim ilation of ordinary nour- 
shing food. 
In this respect bis case 
bore some resem blance to that of the 
late Charles P. Cashel, of whom it w as 
said that, besides being one of the 
richest stock brokers of bis day, he was 
gifted w ith pow ers of smell approxi­ 
m ating to those of m any breeds of 
dogs. 
To this abnorm al sense of smell the 
doctors attrib u ted bls lam ented end, 
for he ransacked the m arkets of the 
world for perfum es the very nam e of 
which would be unintelligible to the 
ordinary scented society dame. 
H e 
ruined his extraordinary faculty at ’ast 
by his fondness for a distillation of 
certain Brazilian flow-ers. 
These completely destroyed his sense 
of smell and left him unable to detect 
th a t leak of gas w hich occurred one 
night before lie retired to rest. 
H e 
was taken from his bed next morning 
in a state of insensibility, from which 
he never rallied. 
M. P ierre Lorraine w as the French 
millionaire w ho lay In bed all night 
and day and like the E astern m onarchs 
In the “ Arabian Nights,” listened to 
the trained story tellers w ith wdiom he 
surrounded him self during the whole 
of his w aking hours. 
Even he. however, w as scarcely as 
lazy as the R ussian Count Ivanovitch, 
w ho m ade th e rafters ring w ith his 
shouts when, by w ay of a practical 
joke, some of his noble friends inti­ 
m ated their Intention of m aking him 
got up and dress himself. 
Tile Count w as w orth eighteen mil 
lions of rubles, and w as reputed to be 
the laziest man of his time or w’ho had 
ever existed. 
From the day of his a t­ 
taining his m ajority to that of his death 
he never stirred out of bed. never rend. 
never spoke, never opened his eyes if 
lie could help it. 
Liquid nourishm ent was ladled into 
him by retainers, aud he died at last 


of fright because the E m peror Nicholas 
announced th a t he w’as coming to pa> 
Ivanovitch 
a 
visit and would chain 
him to a w heelbarrow and m ake him 
work in the Polish salt mines if he 
didn’t get out of bed to receive him. 
Much more sensible w ere th e self- 
indulgences of Ellis W rot ha na, an enor­ 
mously w ealthy 
N orthum brian, 
who 
w as entirely of the “self-made” vari­ 
ety. 
H e realized his lack of education, 
but declared vehem ently th a t nothing 
would ever induce him to be w orried 
with “lessons” iii anything. 
However, 
as a sort of compromise, and being de­ 
term ined to have only “the best of 
everything,” he did not mind paying 
the heads of the various professions 
enormous fees for enlightenm ent on 
any little point w hich cam e into his 
mind. 
For instance, lie would w ire for a 
H arley street physician or a fam ous K. 
(\, and when the great m an arri veil 
Mr. W rotham would fire a t him some 
question in law or medicine w hich 
would probably have been answ ered 
in any of the ordinary gazetteers. 
The 
question duly answ ered, the great man 
would take his fee and d ep art; and this 
kind of thing, it is said, occurred hu n 
dreds of tim e in the course of Mr 
W rotliam ’s carcer. 
Most extraordinary of all w as the 
little luxury of a Mr. Skidmore, who 
accum ulated a goodly pile iii the pro­ 
vision trade. 
H e engaged two valets, one to tickle 
n’ bt lie] t rspeqlesv SM F.aloSauo.hl.ofoy 
the crown of his head an d the other 
the soles of his feet. 
I le said he liked 
the sensation immensely, and w hen 
rem onstrated with by his doctor de­ 
clared it to be “ever so m uch better 
than m assage." T he case w as recorded 
in tile rn im! lea I journals of the time as 
an exam ple of a strange developm ent 
of a well recognized physical liking.

DO WE REQUIRE TEETH? 


A Theory of rn Dentist That Appears 
Kovel In the Extreme. 
In a highly diverting discussion th a t 
followed the reading of a paper (pub­ 
lished in full In a recent issue of the 
Journal of th e A m erican Medical As­ 
sociation) on “To W h a t E x ten t Are 
Teeth Necessary to Civilized Men?” Dr. 
Eugene L. T albot m ade the startling 
assertion th a t dentistry, ow ing to u n ­ 
cleanliness in the insertion of bridges, 
etc., has as much to do w ith disease as 
any other one thing. 
H e claims th a t 
the collection of germ s about an Ill- 
fitting crow n is more detrim ental to 
m an than no teeth. For years Dr. T al­ 
bot has believed th a t man can get along 
w ithout teeth. Men have lived to nine­ 
ty to IOO years of age and have been 
w ithout teeth for fifty or sixty years. 
One assertion of the doctor is well 
calculated to arouse the apprehension 
of the reader. 
“ M ethods of preparing 
food to-day,” says he. “do not require 
m astication and tile ja w s show iii the 
evolution of m an a shortening up, de­ 
cay and loss of the teeth due to disease, 
and as evolution advances it will be 
seen th a t m an can get along w ithout 
teeth. 
Loss of the teeth due to inter­ 
stitial gingivitis is a m arked illustra­ 
tion of the fact th a t the teeth are pass­ 
ing.” 
“ Iii regard to bacteria in the m outh.” 
Dr. Talbot concluded, “ there is no ques­ 
tion th a t modern dentistry is doing 
more to injure the teetli and th e *Ii- 
m entnry canal th an any one thing. 
T he filthy condition of tile mouth u n ­ 
der bridges and crow ns is certainly not 
conducive to health.” 
Dr. G. V. I. Brow n said th a t the a n i­ 
mal economy gets along better w ith a 
good, full complement of teeth than it 
does w ithout them. 
H e declared th a t 
the mere fact that the chem ist lias pre­ 
pared artificial food that can be digest­ 
ed w ithout mastication is no argum ent 
against tile use of teeth for m asticat­ 
ing purposes. “They have been obliged 
to do this to help out the people w ith ­ 
out teetli or the people who are too 
lazy to use their teeth.” Dr. Brown ex­ 
pressed ids opposition to the idea th a t 
w e can get along w ithout teeth. 
“ W e 
cjtn do it. lait only with the greatest of 
care in the preparation of food.” 
Dr. M. I. Scham berg supported Dr. 
Talbot in the view that th e time may 
conic w hen the people will be ab le to 
get along without teeth. 


W i t h a M o t!**.

Perschk’s employ state th a t fat of all 
sorts iii an advanced sta te of decompo­ 
sition, scraps of refuse of all kinds 
of flesh, rancid butter, m argarine, am i 
various other obnoxious ingredient* 
were prom iscuously cast into seething 
caldrons for the m an u factu re of the 
“ finest Berlin sausages.” 
W hen the 
caldrons were em ptied six inches of 
sedim ent rem ained, “ mostly sand and 
filth.” 
Perschk used chemicals ex­ 
tensively to arrest putrefaction a fte r it 
had set in, and w hen custom ers re­ 
turned tainted sausages a little chem i­ 
cal treatm en t m ade them all rig h t 
again. 
D efendants w ere large export­ 
ers of sausages to various G erm an 
towns, as well as to foreign countries, 
but their best custom ers seem to have 
been the military authorities, who p u r­ 
chased extensively for the garrisons iii 
Thorn, G raudenz, Togar. Spa adaw. etc. 
W itnesses stated th a t Perschk bought 
18.0011 m arks’ w orth of horseflesh sau­ 
sage every three months, w hich w as 
either sold as prim e beef sausage or 
mixed in w ith rotten pork as a special 
delicacy. The profits m ade by Perschk 
Sc Co. w ere fabulous. Buying for tw en ­ 
ty pfennigs a pound and selling for 
five times this am ount w as quite a 
common occurrence. 
T he trial will 
last some days yet. as several medical 
experts and analysts have been sum ­ 
moned to give evidence.—London Tele­ 
graph.

FRANCE AND GERMANY 


New York, March 2.—War or 


rumors of war is all that tbe 
State Department can see in the 
international conference at AI- 
gecirae. The officials in their 
comments upon the situation are 
decidedly pessimistic and 
the 


•tatement was made today: 


' If no agreement is made at 


Algeciras it will be because Ger- 
many wants war. France has 
made several concessions and the 
situation is not as if they were 
up against a stone wall and could 
not sidestep." 


It has oeea said repeatedly that 


Morocco has but a sma!! signifi 
cance in the international discus- 
sion and that European politics 
constitute the paramount subject 
of discussion and of action." 


It is lively tnat some of the 


neutral Powers more directly in- 
terested will renew their efforts 
to bring France and Germany in- 
to accord. The Washington gov- 
ernment, however, *t it stated 
here, is not among the Powers 
chiefly interested at Aigecirae 
and cannot be expected to jnter- 
vene in European politic-.

AGITATION IS PREMATURE 


Since some of the Oklahoma 


Central officials visited Ada this 
week there ha* been considerable 
talk among our citizens of secur- 
ing the railroad* shop6* of that 
line. 


Casually encountering W. H. 


Ebey, a mo*t energetic member 
of tbe citizens' railroad commit- 
tee, the reporter drew him out 
ou the subject. 


"Most assqredly Ada will want 


to make A bid for the shops at the 
proper time," stated Mr. Ebey. 
"We are situated almost equi- 
distant from Chfckanha and Paris, 
the other prospective terminus of 
the line. The shop* would be a 
great thing for the city, and un- 
questionably Ada would be a lo 
cation most satisfactory to the 
road's officials." 


"However,'' Mr. Ebey added, 


"I am of the opinion that it is 
rather premature 
to agitate 


this matter now. The railroad will 
have no need for the shops until 
six months or perhaps a year 
hence. For the present we should 
bend all our energies to complet- 
ing, the bonus fund required to 
secure the station itself for Ada. 
As is generally known, the main 
bonus of $20,000 has been secur- 
ed and closed up with the author* 
itie*; but;, there will be, required- 
something like $4,000 more, withj 
which to purchase the right of 
way for tbe spur into the city.

and banquets was laid under contribu- 
tion by Mr Botley. 
Also he Invited 


fellow epicures to his house, when hi* 
and their sole occupation consisted of 
feeding and talking about the pleasure 


of fright because the Emperor Nicholas 
announced that he Was coming to pay 
Ivanovltch a visit and would chain 
him to n wheelbarrow and make him 
work in the* Polish salt mines if he 
didn't get-out of bed to receive him. 


Much more sensible were the self' 


Indulgences of Ellis Wrotbam, an enor- 
mously wealthy 
Northumbrian, who 


was entirely of the "self-made" vari- 
ety.He realized his lack of education, 
but declared vehemently that nothing 
would ever Induce him to be worried 
with "lessons" In anything. However, 
as a sort of compromise, and being de- 
termined to have only "the best of 
everything," he did not mind paying 
the heads of the various professions 
enormous fees for enlightenment on 
any little point which came into his 
mind.

turned tainted sausages a little chemi- 
cal treatment made them all right 
again. Defendant* were large export- 
ers of sausages to various German 
towns, as well as to foreign countries, 
but their best customers seem to have 
been the military authorities, who pur- 
chased extensively for the garrisons In 
Thora, Graudenz. Togar, Spandau, etc. 
Witnesses stated that Perscbk bought 
18,000 marks' worth of horseflesh sau- 
sage every three months, which wa* 
either sold as prime beef sausage or 
mixed in with rotten pork as a special 
delicacy. The profits made by Perscbk 
& Co. were fabulous. Buying for twen- 
ty pfennigs a pound and selling for 
five times this amount was quite a 
common occurrence.

stream, is from a fountain of clear 
flowing water. If buckets are used, 
they should be sterilized thoroughly 
after use. 
"The average truckman, of any In- 


telligence, will never water bla horse* 
at any public trough, no matter how 
elaborate It may be. He knows better. 
The health authorities of this country 
are spending millions to prevent the 
spread of tuberculosis and kindred dis- 
eases among humans; but so far as I 
know nothing has been done to protect 
the health of the most useful of domes- 
tic antmnle."-New York Press.

"I waa att In less than half a minute, 
and started down the companion lad- 
der; but a burst of flame and smoke 
drove me back. ' We bustled out the 
buckets, formed a double line from 
both rails, and passed water like mad 
but It didn't »«em to have- any move 
effect tha.n if we had been using thim- 
bles Instead of palls. The vessel was 
rocking so tbat the palls were half- 
empty by the tliut- they got to tbe last 
man, and half the water that was left 
In them never reached a spot where It 
could do any good. 
"It's pretty rough to fight sea and 


storm and fire at the same time, but 
that's what we bad to do that night. 
We were getting pretty well fagged, 
when a voice shouted:

Every book on diners and dining, 
very historical work, CM er.v novel cor- 
talnlng passages descriptive of the 
preparation and enjoyment of feasts 
nnd banquets was laid under contribu- 
tion by Mr Botley. 
Also he Invited 


fellow epicures to his house, when his 
and their sole occupation consisted of 
feeding and talking about the pleasure 
of it. 


Mr. Botley died of starvation, be- 


cause, the doctors said, be had lost the 
power of assimilation of ordinary nour- 
ishing food. In this respect his case 
bore some resemblance to that of the 
ate Charles P. Cashel, of whom it was 
said that, besides being one ot the 
richest stock brokers of his day, he was 
gifted with powers of smell approxi- 
mating to those of many breeds of 
dogs. 


To this abnormal sense of smell the 


doctors attributed his lamented end, 
for he ransacked the markets of the 
world for perfumes the very'name of 
which would be unintelligible to the 
ordinary scented society dame. 
He 


ruined his extraordinary faculty at last 
by his fondness for a distillation of 
certain Brazilian flowers. 


These completely destroyed his sense 


of smell and left him unable to detect 
that leak of gas which occurred one 
night before he retired to rest. He 
was taken from his bed next morning 
In a state of insensibility, from which 
he never rallied. 


M. Pierre Lorraine waa the French 


millionaire who lay In bed all night 
and day and like the Eastern monarch* 
In the ''Arabian Nights," listened to 
the trained story tellers with whom be 
surrounded himself during tbe whole 
' his waking hours. 
Even he-, however, was scarcely as 


laay as the Kussian Count Ivanovltch, 
who made tbe rafters ring with his 
shouts when, by way of a practical 
joke, some of bis noble friends inti- 
mated their intention of making htm 
get up and dress himself. 


The Count was wortb eighteen mil- 


lions of rubies, and was reputed to be 
the laziest man of his time or who bad 
evor existed. From tbe day of bis at- 
taining his majority to tbat of his death 
be never stirred out of bed, never read, 
never spoke, never opened his eyes if 
he could help It 


Liquid nourishment was ladled Into 


him by reUtiierav and he died at last 


of fright because the Emperor Nicholas 
announced that be Was coming to pay 
Ivanovltch a visit and would chain 
him to a wheelbarrow and make him 
work in the Polish salt mines if he 
didn't get-out of bed to receive him, 


Much more sensible were the self' 


indulgences of Ellis Wrotham, an enor- 
mously wealthy 
Northumbrian, who 


was entirely of the "self-made" vari- 
ety. 


He realized his lack of education, 


but declared vehemently that nothing 
would ever Induce him to be worried 
with "lessons" In anything. However, 
as a sort of compromise, and being de- 
termined to have only "the best of 
everything," he did not mind paying 
the heads of the various professions 
enormous fees for enlightenment on 
any little point which came Into Ills 
mind. 


For instance, he would wire for n 


Harley street physician or a famous K. 
C., and when the great man arrived 
Mr. Wrotham would fire at him some 
question In law or medicine which 
would probably have been answered 
In any of the ordinary gazetteers. The 
question duly answered, the great man 
would take his fee and depart; and this 
kind of thing, It is said, occurred hun- 
dreds of time In the course of Mr. 
Wrotham's career. 


Most extraordinary of all was the 


little luxury of a Mr. Skldmore, who 
accumulated a goodly pile in the pro- 
vision -trade. 


He engaged two valets, one to tickle 


n'hthejtrspeolesv SMF.aloSauo.bl.ofoy 
tbe crown of his head and the other 
tbe soles of his feet. He said he liked 
the sensation immensely, mid when 
remonstrated with by his doctor de- 
clared It to be "ever so much better 
than massage."

followed tbe reading of a paper (pub 
llthed in full In a recent issue of the 
Journal of tbe American Medical As 
soclatlon) on "To Wbat Extent Are 
Teetb Neceisary to Civilized Men?" Dr 
Eugene L. Talbot made tbe startling 
assertion that dentistry, owing to nn- 
cleanliness in tbe insertion of bridges 
etc., bas as much to do wltb disease as 
any other one tbing. He claims tba'1 
tbe collection of germs about an* ill- 
flttlng crown In more detrimental to 
man than no teetb. For years Dr. T 
bot bas believed tbat man can get along 
without teetb. Men bave lived to nine- 
ty to 100 years of age and bave been 
without teetb for fifty or sixty years 


One assertion of the doctor In well 


calculated to arouse tbe apprehension 
of tbe reader, "Methods of preparing 
food to-day," cays be, "do not require 
mastication and tbe jaws' show in tbe 
evolution ot man a shortening up, de- 
cay and loss pf tbe teetb due to disease 
and as evolution advances it will be 
seen that man can get along without 
teeth. Loss of tbe teetb due to Inter- 
stitial gingivitis is a marked Illustra 
tlon of the fact that the teeth are pass- 
Ing." 


"In regard to bacteria In tbe mouth," 


Dr. Talbot concluded, "there is no ques 
tlon that modern dentistry Is doing 
more to injure the teeth and the ali- 
mentary canal than any one tbing. 
The filthy condition of tbe mouth un- 
der bridges and crowns is certainly not 
conducive to health." 


Dr. G. V. I. Brown snld that tbe ani- 


mal economy gets along better wltb a 
good, full complement of teeth than it 
does without them. He declared that 
the mere fact that the chemist has pre- 
pared artificial food that can be digest- 
ed without mastication is no argument 
against the use of teeth for masticat- 
ing purposes. "They have been obliged 
to do this to help out the people with- 
out teeth or the people who are too 
lazy to use tbelr teeth." Dr. Brown ex- 
pressed his opposition to the idea that 
we can get along without teeth. "We 
can do ft, but only with the greatest of 
care in tbe preparation of food." 


Dr. M. I. Schamberg supported Dr. 


Talbot in the view that the time may 
come when the people will be able to 
get along without teeth.

and sale. After tbe revelations of tbe> 
trial tbe Berlin sausage Is no longer a 
mystery. 
Witnesses 
formerly 
In 


Perscbk's employ state that fat or a!l 
sorts In an advanced state of decompo- 
sition, scraps of refuse of all kind* 
of flesh, rancid butter, margarine, and 
various other obnoxious Ingredient* 
were promiscuously cast into seetblng 
caldrons for tbe manufacture of tbe 
"finest Berlin sausages." 
When tbe 
-, 


caldrons were emptied six Inches of 
sediment remained, "mostly sand and 
flltb." 
Perscbk used chemicals ex- 


tensively to arrest putrefaction after It 
bad set In, and wben customers re- 
turned tainted sausages a little chemi- 
cal treatment made tbem all r.'gbt 
again. Defendants were large export- 
ers of sausages to various German 
towns, as well as to foreign countries, 
but their best customers seem to have 
been tbe military authorities, who pur- 
chased extensively for the garrisons In 
Tbora, Graudenz, Togar, Spandau, etc. 
Witnesses stated tbat Perscbk bought 
18,000 marks' wortb of horseflesh sau- 
sage every three months, wblcb was 
either sold as prime beef ssusuge or 
mixed in with rotten pork as a special 
delicacy. The profits made by Perscbk 
& Co. were fabulous. Buying for twen- 
ty pfennigs a pound nnd selling for 
five times this amount was quite a 
common occurrence.

experts and analysts have been sum- 
moned to give evidence.—London Tele- 
graph.

running 


stream, is from a fountain of clear 
flowing water. If buckets are used, 
they should be sterilised thoroughly 
after use.

at any public trough, no matter bow- 
elaborate It may be. He knows better.
